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REMARKS 

Upon entry of the present amendment, claims 1-15 and 17-20 will remain pending in 
this application. Claim 16 was previously cancelled. Applicants respectfully submit that no 
new matter is added in the present amendment. 

Claims 1-15 and 17-20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as 
allegedly failing to comply with a written description requirement. Applicants respectfully 
traverse. 

Interview Summary 

Applicants' undersigned representative, Mr. Eiferman, and Examiner Sean Reilly 
participated in a telephonic interview on May 16, 2007, during which Mr. Eiferman proposed 
the present claim amendments. Agreement was reached, and Examiner Reilly stated that the 
present claim amendments appeared to overcome the standing rejections. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S. C. § 112 

Claims 1-15 and 17-20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as 
allegedly failing to comply with a written description requirement. In particular, this 
rejection is directed to the previously claimed feature of a single request including slave 
clients and a content locator. Applicants have amended the claims to more clearly describe 
the claimed subject matter. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. § 
112 rejections are respectfully requested.
